DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 6/1 3/07 have been fully considered but they are not 

I 

persuasive. 

Regarding Applicant's argument that the designated transit list of Mauger 
containing identifiers N2 and S2 does not correspond to the claimed path setup 
message incorporating an explicit route object containing a tunnel identifier for the 
existing label switched path and an extended tunnel identifier, the Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. First, it is pointed out that since both N2 and S2 are present in the path 
setup message of Mauger, they comprise an explicit route object. Next, as pointed out 
by the Applicant, N2 is a summarized logical group node identifier. This logical group 
node identifier is used by the routers to expand the logical group node into a list of real 
nodes to be transited though pre-existing engineering tunnels, which are label switched 
tunnels (See column 7 lines 51-53 of Mauger). Thus, the logical group node N2 is an 
indication of a current existing tunnel or tunnels to be used to route a connection 
request, and therefore, is an identifier of an existing label switched path or paths, as 
claimed. Further, as pointed out by the Applicant, S2 the label of a switch that is known 
to be able to complete the connection to the end user after the connection has been 
transmitted through logical group node N2. The switch label S2 is used by the routers 
to indicate that an engineering tunnel originating from S2 is to be used to reach the end 
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user. Thus. S2 is an indicating of an additional, or extended, tunnel that is used to route 
a connection request, and therefore, is an extended tunnel identifier, as claimed.
